tion under practically the same cir- 
cumstances that surrounded the death 
of John Newman, 
the 14-year-old 


Cambridge boy. 


The letter was read by Representa- 


tive Reed of Cambridge. It 
was 


signed by Lowls Kmery of Holyok6, 
who said that his nephew, Peter La- 
porle, had been found dead after be- 
ing brought back to the school and 
punished for running away. The of- 
flclals declared that he hanged him- 
self, ]ust as they have declared tha 
the Newman boy hanged himself. 


A threat to clear the pub)lc from 


the hearing room, followed by an or- 
der by the chairman of the Investigat- 
ing committee to the attending officer 
to evict Attorney Kelly If he persisted 
In causing a disturbance, was a fea- 
ture of the hearing.. Kelly twice told 
the committee that In his opinion ths 
witness then on the stand, Trustee 
Lamb ot the school, was lying, and 
that he could prove It.

that If he had such proof It was his 
duty to take the slant as a witness 
under oath and to give the commit- 
tee tho benefit of his Information, but 
this he declined to do.

gated one case of alleged cruelty at 
Inn school which resulted In one of the 
boys having nose-bleed. 
He found 


that t)i« boy had made an Insulting re- 
marl! to one of tho women visitors and 
she had struck him with her hand. He 
Bali! tliat ho did not blame her In tho 
loan, for tho remark wa« one wliich 
required that sort of treatment. 
He 


said that his own opinion Is that In- 
determinate sentences to the school 
are heller for the boys than sending 
them for stated periods. 


Corporal punishment, he said, U 


the greatest problem with which the 
trustees have to contend, and It ijoes 
not have his approval except In ex- 
treme cases. 
He Bald lhat he had 


looked over tho records recently, and 
found that In the past two years twen- 
ty-live boys hud been whipped once, 
thirty-six 
twice, 
and 
seventy-two 


three times or more. 


John J. Ryan, principal of the Ly- 


man school, testified that he had been 
connected with the Institution for two 
years. 
He explained that all of the 


boys of the Lyman school are require 
to attend classes. The school Is grad 
ed like olhcr schools, and has a prl 
mary department for feeble-mlnde 
boys. This school's boys are dlfferen 
from the average'schoolboy, in tha 
they are deficient both morally an 
mentally.

the course of procedure and that th 
only Implement he used was a rtibbe 
hose, such as had been exhibited a 
the hearings.
